PARIS, Dec. 31.— President Poincare is planning to 
visit 
the 
United 
States after the peace conference. 
He revealed this today during an interview with the United Press in 
which he forecast that France, the United States and the Allies in general, 
will enter the conference already agreed on the basis for peace. 
No dates and no details have been fixed for Poincare's visit, but June or 
July have been tentatively suggested to him. 
“Naturally,” he said with a smile, “as president of the country where the 
conference will be held, I will be unable to leave before it is ended.” 
Reports of material differences among the Allies, Poincare declared- 
then reiterated— are mere fabrications. 
“I do not foresee the slightest 
trouble in arriving at complete accord, 
even to the details,” 
he said. “We are already in harmony on general lines. 
The details will be settled as soon as the delegates get down to work. 
It will 
take some time, of course, as there is a tremendous amount of detail.” 
Poincare early directed the conver­ 
sation to President Wilson’s presence 
in France in an 
evident 
desire 
to 
show his appreciation of the Ameri­ 
can executives visit. 
"We are particularly happy over the 
visit of President Wilson,” he said. 
“You witnessed the reception accord­ 
ed him. 
This was due equally to the 
French people's admiration 
for 
the 
American people and to their appre­ 
ciation of the great role the Ameri­ 
can President played in the war. We 
wish him joy in his new citizenship, 
quite as though this were his home. 
He is hound to play a captal role in 
the conference. 
Much good has been 
accomplished by his coming. We ap­ 
preciate his collaboration which has 
been the greatest help. 
“Many problems remain to be solv­ 
ed. not only for Western Europe, but 
for the Near East, Africa and 
else­ 
where. 
All necessarily will come up 
at the conterence, where we hope at 
least to have the assistance of your 
President in the 
settlement of 
the 
principles before his departure.” 
Poincare smiled, then added: 
“There is so much to do he 
may 
yet have to remain some time among 
us.” _ __ __ __

self at the small desk, a pile of offi­ 
cial documents at

elbow. 
The 
whole tone of the conversation was 
permeated with the President’s friend­ 
ly feeling toward America. 
In response to a suggestion 
that 
the French are modest to the point of 
reticence, the President replied: 
“Since the war, 
Frenchmen 
have 
I felt this is a time for acts, not words. 
Set upon without 
warning. 
France 
was forced to bear the brunt of the 
fighting. 
I think the figures of the 
under-secretary of state for pensions. 
M. Abram, can tell the 
story 
more 
graphically than mere words. 
(France’s total losses to the end of 
October were 1,831,000, or nearly five 
per eent of its 
population, 
making 
France’s casualty list the 
heaviest, 
proportionately, of any belligerent.) 
“In addition to our losses in men,” 
he continued, “it will take years 
to 
recover from the purely m aterial set­ 
back. 
That is why Germany 
must 
pay not only important indemnities. 
but must settle for billions of francs 
worth of propers destroyed, or car­ 
ried off. 
“Entire 
industrial 
district* 
have 
been wiped 
out 
and 
whole 
cities 
razed. 
Germany must not be permit­ 
ted to get ahead of us by starting up 
her own tactories while we are strug­ 
gling to rebuild ours, which she de­ 
stroyed. 
She carried off our machin­ 
ery; she must build other machinery 
to replace 
it. 
She 
destroyed 
our 
factories; she must furnish m aterials 
to 
rebuild 
them. 
She 
demolished 
French homes and took the furniture 
away. 
The people cannot walt for­ 
ever to have- their homes rebuilt and 
refurnished. 
The Germans m ust ald 
in this task.” 
Poincare was very generous In his 
praise ot American soldiers. 
“They came to our aid at a critical * 
moment,” he said. 
“They put a tell* 
ing weight in the scales. 
W herever, 
I have been, I have discovered: 
friendliest feeling between them 
the inhabitants, whether in th* city 
or in the country. 
“Our people and your people seem 
to have something in common. 
TW* 
is due perhaps, partly, to the simile*- * 
tty of our institutions and Ideals, hut' 
underneath there seems to be a hta^ * 
dred mental makeup. 
“I am sure the gallantry

Americans in France has cemented 
the friendship between the tw o qtHUk 
tries, which will last forever.”

Smudge Pots and Frostless 
Section Save Serious Sit­ 
uation Last Night 


With the temperature ranging from 
2 6 ^ at IO o'clock last night to 21 at 
3:30 this morning, citrus fruit growers 
of this county and Southern Califor­ 
nia with smudge pots 
fought 
Jack 
Frost to a standstill, and 
in 
Orange 
county the damage was slight. 
In the Lemon Heights section it 
is reported that absolutely no damage 
resulted, even to tender growth on the 
trees, 
lu exposed orchards in other 
sections of the county both lemons and 1 
oranges suffered injury, but not what 
might bo considered serious. 
Every grower with smudging equip | 
ment started up fires 
early 
in 
the j 
night and kept the pots burning untP j 
after 7 o’clock this morning. 
In Or • 
ange groves where the fruit had col 
ored well and was near maturity, little 
or no damage 
was 
sustained. 
The 
greener fruit may have suffered. 
Bob Reid, well known grower on 
East First street, burned 8,000 gallons 
of fuel last night, starting his pots at 
IO o’clock and keeping them going un 
til 7:30 this morning. He kept the tem­ 
perature from six to ten degrees high­ 
er in his orchard than the tem perature 
outside of the fire zone in his vicinity. 
He says that none of his fruit was 
damaged. 
The full extent of the damage here 
and elsewhere cannot be estimated at 
this time. 
Thermometers did not go 
as low and did not stay down nearly 
as long as they did several years ago 
when many localities suffered damage 
and in which year Orange county, in 
comparison with other citrus sections, 
as to frost conditions, made its best 
record.

Hog Producers and Packers Confer With Repre- 
sentatives of the Food Administration and 
Agricultural Department and Adopt 
New Plan of Regulation. 


In accordance with the policy of the Food Administration since Its founda­ 
tion to consult representative men In the agricultural Industry on occasions 
of important*# to special branches of the industry, on October 24 there was 
convened in W ashington a meeting of th e Live Stock Subcom m ittee of the 
A gricultural Advisory B oard andHAe special members representing the sw ine 
Industry to consider the situation In the hog m arket. 
Tho conference lasted for three days, and during this tim e met w ith tile 
executive com m ittee of the fifty packing firms p articip atin g In foreign orders 
for pork products and w ith tile mem bers o f the Food A dm inistration directing 
foreign pork purchases. 
The conclusions o f the conference w ere as follow s:

is possible to Interpret this fact, it ap­ 
pears th a t there should be even a 
stronger demand fo r pork products 
after tile w ar, and therefore any alarm 
of hog producers as to the effect of 
peace is unw arranted by the outlook.

Four men whom he kn^w were 
killed with the "Lost Battalion,” ac­ 
cording to a Father’s letter from Pri­ 
vate Edgar S. Mattocks, Headquarters 
detachment, 
80th 
infantry brigade. 
Mattocks is still with Halsey Lamme, 
and they have been together practical­ 
ly all the time since entering the ar­ 
my. 
He saw 
Captain 
Holderman 
three times recently. 
“HoIncy and I are on billeting duty 
here and so are together,” Mattocks 
writes under date of Nov. 24. “There 
are very few fellows in the army who 
have stuck together for as long as we 
tave, and in the different organiza­ 
tions. At present we do not belong 
tho same organization, but are to­ 
gether in the same office and I expect 
to be in the same organization soon. 
“We have lost track of all members 
of the old brigade headquarters ex­ 
cepting Hoskins, who is in Base Hos­ 
pital No. 83. We will probably get 
over to see him in a day or so. While 
in Paris, we accidentally ran across 
two fellows from Santa Ana. 
They 
are the first ones outside of the Divis­ 
ion that wre have seen since being over 
here. One of the fellows who was in 
Third District Headquarters with me, 
died a short-time ago from pneumonia, 
and quite a good number of fellows 
who used to be in L Co. have been 
wounded- and killed, also quite a good 
many others whom I know’. You have 
probably 
read accounts 
of some of 
them in the papers, but I think it best 
not to mention names yet. Captain 
Holdetman was wounded in the Ar­ 
gonne and four fellows whom I know 
were killed there. They were in the 
battalion that was surrounded for six 
days by the Germans. 
I have seen 
Captain Holderman three times since 
he came out of the hospital. 
He is 
leaving today for his Division, the 37th 
Division. I saw him at my last sta­ 
tion, just after he was out of the hos­ 
pital. 
Ten days later he rode part 
way on the train I went to Paris on, 
and today I was talking to him here. 
I’ve seen him more in the last tlyee 
weeks than in that many months be­ 
fore. 
General 
Halls 
Division,

89th, is one of the occupying divisions. 
They were also in the last big push at 
Verdun. While in Paris I saw a great 
number of captured1 German guns of 
all descriptions and Bizes, also many 
captured aeroplanes and the German 
Tank "Kilfred.” the first large German 
fitnnk to bo raptured.

know whether we are coming back; 
we may not come back this winter;

The blood and treasure of Italy were 
freely spent In the successful effort to 
put Austria-Hun gary out of the wnr. 
While Italy’s efforts were not confined 
to the A ustrian front, her contribution 
to allied success was greater here than 
In the other places where her troops 
fought the battle for civilization. 
Her 
financial and Industrial efforts have 
been equal to her military effort, and 
in all these directions Italy has not 
lagged behind her allies. 
That the 
nature and extent of these efforts may 
be better understood by the American 
public, I wish to review them briefly. 
lu considering Italy’s military con­ 
tributions, let me emphasize (he fret 
that her soldiers have not confined their 
fighting to their own soil. 
Like those 
of her allies, they have gone far afield. 
They contributed largely to the glori­ 
ous victory on the Balkan front. 
A 
large contingent In France first gave 
powerful aid Iii the defense of Rhe'.ms, 
then took part in the advance of the 
allied forces. 
Italy Had 5,500,000 Under Arms. 
Since the beginning of the war lf illy 
ha* called to the colors little less than 
5,500.000 men und has suffered a loss 
of almost 1,500,000 of them. Of that loss 
■early 350,000 died in battle, and 1»M),- 
000 from disease. 
Over 550,000 are 
totally Incapacitated, either by blind­ 
less, loss of limb or tuberculosis. 
At 
tbs present moment the strength of 
the Italian army is 4,025,000, Including 
the class of men born in 1900, who 
have been called to the colors recent­ 
ly. 
It may be said, then, that the na­ 
tion’s m anpow er has suffered a per­ 
manent loss of nearly a minion. 
But. serious as Is this loss, Italy has 
Inflicted an even greater punishment 
upon the foe. 
In Austrian prisoners 
alone she has taken approximately a 
million. 
The Austrian loss In killed 
and wounded Is, of course, unknown 
to us, but even the most conservative 
estim ates make it far greater than 
ours. 
In the June offensive on the 
Plave alone over 200,000 Austrian dead 
were left on the field. 


Fighting Under Extrema Difficulties. 
Aside from their achievements In 
other theatres of the war, Italy’s sol­ 
diers have fought through fifteen fu­ 
rious offensives on the Isonzo and the 
Plave, Inflicting terrible losses on the 
foe In each. 
These campaigns were 
carried on In mountainous regions nnd 
under rigorous weather conditions th at 
taxed to the utuiofjt the genius pf the 
military engineers nud the endurance 
of the troops. 
The foe, when hostili­ 
ties opened, were entrenched In care­ 
fully prepared and seemingly Impreg­ 
nable positions", backed by a network 
of military roads and railroads. 
On 
the Italian side |yere deep gorges, un­ 
scalable cliffs, almost impassable gla­ 
ciers, passes filled with snow and com­ 
manded by A ustrian guns. There were 
no suitable roads or bridges. The sur­ 
mounting of these difficulties has dial-

longed the adm iration of the engineer­ 
ing world. 
Over 2,500 miles of roads have been 
constructed on the mountains of*Italy 
and of Albania, and 1.000 miles of 
aerial cable railroads 
(Teleferiche) 
have been built to carry food, ammu­ 
nition and guns over deep ravines. 


Economic Difficulties. 
The magnitude of this military effort 
can be fully appreciated only when one 
takes into consideration the economic 
structure of the nation and the nature 
and number of its population. 
One 
must remember that out of 30.000,000 
inhabitants In Italy at the beginning 
of the war only 17,000,000 were male. 
This seeming disproportion is caused 
by emigration, which was largely com­ 
posed of male adults. 
Out of those 
17,000,000 only 9,000,000 were adults 
economically productive. 
Consequent­ 
ly the subtraction of the mobilized 
forces has had an acute reaction on 
the economic life of the nation. It Is 
estimated that on an average ouly IOO 
adults remained in each town or vil­ 
lage to provide in each case for some 
320 children below the age of fifteen. 
Furtherm ore, the traditions of Ital­ 
ian family life render the work ef their 
women an economic factor of less Im­ 
portance than In some other countries, 
though it has been utilized to the ut­ 
most and Is becoming more available 
as old traditions give way to war’s ne­ 
cessity. 
No Troop* From Colonies. 
Italy got no help from colonial con­ 
tingents. 
On the contrary, the scarcity 
of native troops in Italy’s colonies 
compelled the government to reinforce 
them with troops from the mother 
country. 
Nor has help come to Italy 
through the co-operation of workmen 
of neutral or allied countries. 
Italy, 
bn the other hand, sent a large con­ 
tingent of Skilled workmen to France, 
thus allowing her lo release valued 
elements tor "war. Furthermore, near- 
ly 500,000 of our male adults residing 
In America gave to this great nation 
direct contribution to her economic 
and military efforts. 
To meet their riillltary obligations, 
therefore, the Italian people have been 
compelled to cut* into tile most urgent 
needs of agriculture aud industry. Her 
continuous lack of labor has made the 
task of feeding the army and provid­ 
ing it with munitions a most difficult 
one. 
And yet Italy, lacking labor and In­ 
dustrial development, lacking almost 
entirely coal and raw materials, has 
by a rn I rn cl* of energy been able to 
e n a te almost from nothing a power­ 
ful organization of war industries. 
Difficult to Obtain Good*. 
The very act of entering the war cut 


off Italy from one of the sources of 
supply of m anufactured products. 
It 
is not necessary here to enlarge upon 
Hie well known fact that Italian m ar­ 
kets were largely under the domination 
of Germany nn<J Austria. 
T hat Is a 
situation th a t is as well known to 
Americans as it is and was distasteful 
to Italians. 
And It might be said In 
passing th at it Is a situation that must 
be guarded against by allied co-opera­ 
tion nnd sympathetic economic rela­ 
tionship when peace comes. 
Mr. Francis H. Sisson, vice presi­ 
dent of the Guaranty T rust Company, 
In a recent article on the economic 
situation of Italy points out that while 
Germany before the war dominated 
the foreign trade of Italy so far as 
m anufactures were concerned, 
that 
country w as one of the best customers 
of the U nited States In raw m aterials 
and foodstuffs. That w riter also points 
out that it was the adjustm ent of her 
industrial and commercial life to the 
burdensome new conditions th at has 
created an entirely new economic fab­ 
ric in Italy. 
“Italy’s devotion of her resources to 
war purposes has been complete," says 
Mr. Sisson. 
“Her pre-eminence In the 
production of certain articles *f com­ 
merce m arked her as the chief source 
of supply for sim ilar products of a 
warlike nature. Her ordinary produc­ 
tion of automobiles, "aeroplanes, tu r­ 
bines and heavy oil engines bas mere­ 
ly been intensified and modified in the 
direction of such a standardization as 
would perm it quantity production." 


Financially Italy Responded Well. 
Financially Italy also has responded 
to the dem ands of w ar with an open­ 
handedness that has surprised even her­ 
self. From the first of August, 1914, to 
the end of 1017 the total expenditures 
of the sta te were $8,895,000,000. 
Cal­ 
culating on the basis of a monthly aver­ 
age expenditure for the w ar of $240,000,- 
000, the to tal cost of the w ar to Italy 
would be more than $12,000,000,000. 
A fu rth er proof of the financial ef­ 
fort Italy made for the war, uotwith-; 
standing h er small means, arc the five 
national loans. 
The first one yielded 
about $200,000,000, and It seemed a 
great struggle, yet still others were 
launched, all giving greater returns, 
and the last one, after the disaster 
of October, 1917, yielded about $L- 
300.000,000. 
It m ust be remembered, too, that 
labor shortage has m eant a food short* 
age. 
It has established a vicious cir­ 
cle. Our fighters and Industrial work­ 
ers have 
accomplished their 
work 
while forced to endure a regime of 
restricted diet that has meant real and, 
continuous suffering such as probably 
is not to be found anywhere am ong, 
the other belligerent peoples.
